Policeman Jeremiah Flynn, 48 years

walking partner, was shot in the 
right arm and Motor Cycle Police- 
man William L. Bobbitt, 32, of 3715 
Olive street, was slightly wounded 
in the right leg. 

Were on Special Investigation. 

Finn, Flynn and Bobbitt, all of 
the Newstead Avenue District, had 


gone with Acting Lieut. John. S&S. 
Fleming to investigate a report that 
a disorderly house was being con- 
ducted in the neighborhood where 
the shooting occurred. With the 
Acting Lieutenant, who was the only 
one in police uniform. they had 
alighted from a police automobile at 
Whittier and Olive streets and were 
walking north on the east side of 
Whittier street when Flynn called 
attention to two negroes who were 
at the mouth of an alley on the other 
side of the street. “Those negroes 
don’t look good to me,” he said. 
With Motor Cycle Policeman Beab- 
bit. Flynn crossed the street. 

The policemen, after announcing 
themselves as officers of the law 
and showing badges, were searching 
one of the negroes when the other, 
later found to be Jordan, opened 
fire with a revolver. Flynn was 
wounded in the arm at the first 
Bkot. Acting Lieutenant Fleming 
and Finn started across the street. 
The negro continued to fire. At the 
third shot Finn fell. The fifth shot 
struck Bobbitt. s 

The policemen who semained able 
to do so returned the negro’s shots 
and fired at him as he ran west in 
an alley, but he got away. Though 
wounded, Flynn took part in this 
chase and Bobbitt held on to Jor- 
dan’s negro companion and _ took 
him to the Newstead Avenue S8ta- 
tion, where he said he was Henry 
Page, a minister of the gospel. He 
said Jordan was his brother-in-law 
and lived with him at the Finney 
avenue address. He denied he did 


any shooting and said all the shots 


were fired by Jordan, who, he said, 
was an ex-convict. He asserted Jor- 
dan recently remarked to him: “I 
@m wanted in Texas and nobody will 
ever take me alive.”

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NEW EVIDENCE 
MAY CLEAR SPIES 
IN PERJURY CASE 


Man Appears and Says It 
Was He, Not Dentist, Who 
Was Seen With Girl in 
Auto. 


WITNESS IDENTIFIES 
HIM AND GIRL 


Testimony That Was to Be 
Used Against Spies Thus 
Eliminated — New Wit- 
ness’ Identity Concealed. 


Prosecuting Attorney Fred Mueller 
of St. Louis County said today that a 
man appeared at his office last weck 
and admitted being the driver of an 
automobile out of which a young 
woman was seen to fall or jump early 
Saturday morning, May 7, on Michi- 
gan avenue, in Carondelet. Wit- 
nesses had identified the driver as 
Dr. Charles W. A. Spies, a dentist, 
who 1s held in $5000 bond on a per- 
jury chargé, growing out of his tes- 


timony in the inquest into the death 
of Miss Vera Burkhardt, 21-year-cld 
school teacher, whose body was 
found May 7 on the outskirts of Lux- 
emburg, St. Louis County. 

Mueller said the man is married, 
and has two children, and he there- 
fore wishes to conceal his name. The 
young woman, not his wife, was in- 
toxicated, the man told Mueller. 

Hearing Is Continued. 

This development resulted today 
in a continuance to next Tuesday 
morning of the preliminary hearing 
of Dr. Spies on the perjury charge, 
and may result in the dismissal of 
the case, as the chief witness for 
the prosecution repudiated his iden- 
tification of Dr. Spies, and, upon 
confronting the marf and the girl, 
identified them as the ones he had 
seen on Michigan avenue. 

Dr. Spies has admitted driving 
Miss Burkhardt to the spot where 
her body was found, which is con- 
siderable distance 
where the woman was seen to fall 
from the machine on Michigan ave- 
nue. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mueller gave 
the following account of this striking 
development in the case: 

“When I entered my office last 
Wednesday or Thursday morning, a 
man whom I know was waiting for 
me. He said: ‘Fred, I was the man 
in that machine on.Michigan avenue.’ 
At first I didn’t understand what he 
meant. He explained: ‘Those people 
are mistaken in identifying Dr. Spies. 
I was the man. 
my machine. She was drunk, and 
become excited, and either fell or 
jumped out of the car. ['m not go- 
ing to see an innocent man charged 
with something I did myself.’ 

“I was astonished,” Mueller con- 
tinued. “I know this man well, and 
I am sure he was telling the truth. 
I told him to go and get the girl, 
and bring her and the machine out 
to Clayton. He did so. Meantime I 
had sent for Herbert Martin, the 
witness who had so positively iden- 
tified Dr. Spies. Martin was startled 
when he saw this man and girl. He 
immediately said that he had been 
mistaken, and that this was the cou- 
ple he had seen. He also identified 
the man’s car. I don’t think there 
can be any doubt about it.” 

Mueller said he told the man that, 
as a reward, he would endeavor not 
to disclose his identity. 


Eliminates Testimony. 


The incident does not affect the 
fact that Dr. Spies himself made con- 
flicting statements about his move- 
ments, but it does 
testimony on which Mueller had 
hoped to convict him of perjury. A 
man cannot be convicted of perjury 
upon his own statements. 
must be witnesses to corroborate the 
facts involved. Martin was regarded 
as this witness. 

At the inquest, held in Kirkwood 
the day after Miss Burkhardt’s body 
was found, Dr. Spies testified that he 
did not see her after 7:05 p. m. on 
May 7, when she was at his office. 
He was her dentist. Later, at the 
city police headquarters, he made a 
signed statement admitting that he 
drove her to the spot where her 
body was later found; that she got 
out there and put a bottle to her 
lips, and that he became frightened 
and drove away. This was about 8:30 
p. m., May 7, he said. 

Miss Burkhardadt’s lips were burned 
with carbolic acid, and an em mpty | 
bottle was beside her. An autopsy 
showed that an illegal operation had | 
been performed. 

The theory upon which the au- 
thorities proceeded in investigating 
the case was that Miss Burkhardt 
might have been forced to drink the 
acid, to produce an impression of 
suicide, and thus conceal the fact 
of the operation, which Coroner 
Bracy said, would likely have caused 
her death in a few days.

Prevents the continuation by the 
grand jury of the investigation 
into August primary frauds, the 
grand jury having investigated 
only a small number of the returns 
from 600 precincts and having re- 
turned indictments in only 10 pre- 
cincts, 

Steps to be taken by Cireuft At- 
torney Sidener to urge Gov. Hyde 
to incorporate in his call for a 
special session of the Legislature 
the subject of a law fully covering 
primary elections. 

The decision was in a suit insti- 
tuted by H. 8S. Feinstein, a Repub- 
lican judge of election in the Fif- 
teenth Precinct of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward. Feinstein asked for the writ, 
prohibiting Judge Hartmann and 
Lawrence McDaniel, then Circuit At- 
torney, from opening the ballot 
boxes of that precinct in the grand 
jury investigation of primary elec- 
tion frauds, on the ground that he 
was guaranteed secrecy in casting 
his ballot and that opening of the 
ballot boxes would destroy that se- 
crecy. 

Decision Permits Another Oourée. 

It appears clear from the decision 
that the opening of the ballot boxes 
in court is not prohibited if @ means 
can be devised by which the names 
of the voters voting the —— 
ballots are not disclosed. 

Circult Attorney Sidener, after 
hearing the substance of the. Su- 
preme Court’s decision, sald. he 
would wait to receive and study an 
official copy of the decision before 
determining the State’s future action 
in the cases of the 59 indicted judges 
and clerks. 

“I will have to see how far-reach- 
ing the opinion is,” Circuit Attorney 
Sidener remarked.

will decrease accidents to adults. 

The largest number of accidents

During the four years covered by 
the report only two deaths resulted 
to persons of school age going to 
and from school and no death oc- 
‘curred on school premises. During 
the same period, approximately 400 
'persons under -20 years of age were

the street and in industry. 

Dr. Payne's conclusion says: 

“The very patent conclusion from 
these data then is that instruction in

NEGRO, WHO TRIES T0 


DRAW REVOLVER, SHOT 


East St. Louis Detective Wounds 
Prisoner Taken as Burg- 
lary Suspect. 


John Fleming, a negro, 35 years 
old, Nineteenth street and Converse 
avenue, East St. Louis, was shot in 
the left. side and seriously wounded 
at Eighteenth street and Broadway, 
East St. Louis, at 11:15 a. m. today 
by Detective Joseph Schrader. The 
detective says that after he was ar- 
rested Fleming made a movement to 
draw a2 weapon. A revolver was 
found in his pocket after he was 
shot. 

The arrest was in connection with 
the robbery last night of the tire and 
accessory shop of Schoepp & Stumpf 
at Twenty-third street and Illinois 
avenue. Detectives Schrader and 
Bishop, who were investigating it, 
were informed that Fleming, who 
was driving a yellow wagon, knew 
something about it. They were also 
informed that Fleming was a dan- 
gerous negro. 

When the detectives saw Fleming 
in the yellow wagon at Broadway 
and Eighteenth street, there were 
two other negroes with him. Schrad- 
er covered him and ordered him to 
hold up his hands. The negro

gard a Japanese-Chinese entente as 
worth while. 

Everybody here is watching with. 
imtense interest the new  develop- 
ments in the Far East for the bear- 
ing they may have on policies of the 
United States and other ~owers. 

The announcement in the Tokio 
dispatches that Japan is willing to 
negotiate with China for the return 
of Shantung appears on the surface 
to contain a new development, but 
investigation discloses that Japan 
has merely offered to the new Chi- 
nese Government something that pre- 
ceding administrations in Pekin re- 
jected—a chance to arrive at a set- 
tlement of the Shantung controversy 
on the basis of the Versailles peace 
treaty. 

The Chinese delegates at the Paris 
conference refused to sign the peace 
treaty because it awarded Shantung 
to Japan and indeed scorned the Jap- 
anese offer to negotiate directly with 
China. But since then China has 
joined the League of Nations and has 
become a member of the council on 
an equal basis with Japan, so that, 
in the event that any negotiations be- 
tween China and Japan ovér Shan- 
tung are inconsistent with the Ver- 
skilles treaty or the covenant, China 
still has a court of last appeal. 

View Taken in Washington. 

But the belief here ts that re 
Japanese have at last convinced a 
Government in China that a basis of 
settlement between the two coun- 
tries does exist and that the opor- 
tunities for Japan and China to go 
hand in hand in many other Far 
Eastern policies will be enhanced if 
the world sees China and Japan set- 
tling théir differences over Shantung 
without the intervention of a third 
influence. 

Of cours, Japan offers to give 
back Shanttng to China, by which 
is meant only a small piece of terri- 
tory, namely, the City of. Tsing Tao, 
but Japan hag not offered to relin- 
quish all the various rights and con- 
cessions on both sides of the railway 
which penetrates the province of 
Shantung. To maintain Japanese 
rights in that region, a jurisdiction, 
which may be legally called “sov- 
ereignty,’’ but amounts.to the saine 
thing, is virtually asked for by Japan 


|on the ground that European govern- 
ments have similar rights in other 


parts of China. 

Japan ulways said she would give 
back the city of Tsing Tao and that 
she merely wanted to maintain a 
Japanese settlement there similar to 
the international séttlements in other 
cities in China. These were details 
left by the Paris Peace Conference 
for @trect negotiation between Japon 


,and China. 


The bitterness against Japan has 
prevented any Chinese Government 
thus far from negotiating with 
Japan. The Japanese have offered 
to do so time and again. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
Chinese are ready to talk it over. If 
they are, then the impression here 
that the new Pekin Cabinet is friend- 
lier to the Japanese than its prede- 
cesors will be confirmed. 

Gossip From the Far Fast. 

There is incidentally a good deal 
of rumor and gossip coming out of 
the Far East agaia about an alliance 
between Japan and China, a working 
agreement along the lines of “Asia 
but while these 
rumors have Been cropping out ever 
since the Kaiser started the “yellow 
peril” idea, the only interest they

Should Japan and China settle the 
Shantung controversy amicably it 
would remove some of the objections 
which have been raised in America 
to the Versailles treaty, for if China 
were satisfied with thé Japanese pro- 
posals, the outside Governments 
would have little ground for com- 
plaint.

“Final ls Eliminated Because 
of Lack of Room.

"The final music memory test for 
pupils in the sixth, seventh and 
@Cighth grades of the public schools, 
originally scheduled for this week, 


has ben abandoned because too many 
pupils qualified in the second or sec- 
tional test. It was believed by those 
in charge that not more than 600 or} 
700 pupils would qualify, but final 
checking of papers and a tabulation 
of results showed that more than 
3000 qualified for the final test. 

In a letter mailed to principals 
yesterday Acting Superintendent 
Maddox states that out of 5475 pu- 
pils who took the second test more 
than 2000 received a krade of 95 per 
cent or over. Recause of the im- 
practicability of accommodating this 
nifmber in any one of the high school 
auditoriums it was decided to elimi- 
nate the third or final test. 

Required to Identify Selection. 

Im the test, pupils listened to a se- 
lection on the phonograph and were 
then required to name the piece, 
give the name of the composer and 
in addition to tell something of in-'| 
terest regarding the piece. Four | 
points were allowed for naming the 
composition, two for naming the 
composer and four for stating some 
interesting facts regdrding the piece. 
Three minutes were allowed for lis- 
tening to the piece and writing the 
answers, the entire length of the test 
being limited to 30 minutes. The
